WASHINGTON —(/I')— Secretary 


Wallace's newest cotlon proposals were 
described by Senator George (Dem., 
Ga.) as an attempt to "escape just cri- 
ticism" for "collapse" of Ihc collon 
program. 


Senator George said the cotton con- 


ference proposal 
"is not new," bul 


that "whether exporting nations can 
be induc.ed or forced by a subsidy 01 
otherwise to consent to a division of 
world markets among cotton growing 
nations remains to be seen." 


"I hope that it is nol an illusive 


dream," he added. He denounced the 
subsidy proposal as "abandonment of 
Democralic parly principals. 


Against Subsidy 1'lan 


Pointing lo Ihe sharp decline in col- 


ton exports mentioned by Wallace, 
George said this "demonstrates the 
collapse of the collon program." 


"The remaining slop lo disaster," he 


continued, "is involved in the pay- 
ment of exports lo the foreign con- 
sumers lo induce them to take our 
cotton." 


George predicted the subsidy "pol- 


icy advocated by the secretary will 
invite a tariff war on all commodities 
and products." 


"Every nation will seek to protect it- 


self in some way against the United 
SUites," be said. 


The senator said that in the early 


days of the administration cotton pro- 
gram, "we were assured again and 
again by the experts in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture thai our cotlon 
program would stimulale Ihe growth 
of collon abroad an would not cut inlo 
our world markets." 


He said the subsidy proposal was ad- 


vanced "in order lo escup^ the Just 


* criticism now established by Ihe facls." 


; George termed "interesting" Wal- 


lace's stalement lhat cotlon and the 
South suffered because of "high tar- 
iffs on manufactured products." 


The senator said the subsidy pro- 


posal "must be accompaineu with (1) 
nn outright embargo on imports of 
raw collon (2) un outright embargo to 
prevent reimportation of American 
collon shipped abroad lo the foreign 
consumer under asutasidy (3) quolas 
or prohibitive tariffs on manufactur- 
ed cotlon in any and all forms from 
all manufacturing countries." 
•Senator George predicted that cot- 
Ion would lose "more and more of our 
home markets If the American con- 
sumer is forced to pay more for goods 
made out of American cotlon than for- 
eigners." 


He said such a policy "will greatly 


increase the use of all substitutes. "It 
seems tragic lo dcslroy Ihe marketing 
system of a greal product bulil up 
over a century by numbers of able 
and experienced men,"

Were it not for the fact that bach 


of us possesses within our body me-1 
chanisms which mobilize when war 
on the integrity of the organism oc- 
curs, the human race would soon dis- 
appear. The. human body is constant* 
ly subjected to innumerable forms of 
attack. 


We have to have n certain definite 


temperature. In the maintenance of 
this temperature, we nre troubled by- 
heat and cold. When the skin is intact 
t can resist all sort of invasions but 
when, it is broken or cut, germs can 
get in. The bones.'irtay be broken by 
force but they mny be weakened by 
failure to secure u suitable diet. If 
we are in an altitude that ,is too high 
or in a place where the pressure on 
the surf ace'of the body is too great, 
we succumb to our surroundings. 


The bunion body possesses mechan- 


isms for meeting each of these emer- 
gencies . to a certain extent. Beyond 
the point at which it cannot further 
react comes breakdown and possibly 
death. 


The best example ot the way in 


which the body can fight an infection 
is seen in the .case of a pimple. A 
pimple will occur where there has 
been failure to keep the skin clean or 
where there ha sbeen a slight injury

are always around .us—in the air and 
on the surface Of our bodies, and fre- 
quently they collect particularly in 
open pores or around the roots 6f the 
hair. If ro any reason the tissues.'are 


weakened, these gefita befcln^o 
Uply and to deVefop- pdisfonotis ma* 
terials when they acfe alive or as a re- 
sult of their own deolh, and then to 
irritate the cells of the body. 


This irritation sets up a reaction and 


mayactually damage the walls of the 
liny blood vessels in the skin. Then, 
the material gets out of the blood ves- 
sels and the White blood cells begin 
to, gather .in the region arid to take up 
the poisons and the germs which are 
-responsible 
for, -the- -infection. The 


White blood cells and the material 
from the blood will wall off the in- 
fected area so that the Infected im\- 
tci'ial cannot spread. 


If, however, someone who does not 


understand' the condition squeezes the 
pimple very hard or preses upon it, 
they may break down this wall be- 


fore II ts fully formed and thus" oe- 
(uaily cause the infection to spread 
Into the rest of the body. 


If, however, the pimple is allowed to 


gcr through the process which We call 
"ripening," the infected material dis- 
solved by the white blotl cells will be 
seen as a white fluid under a thinned 
out Skin. At this ti'm'e the pimple may 
break or be broken so that the infect- 
ed material will be released from the 
body. Thus the reaction that has 
taken place In the skin hns served to 
protect the body as a whole. 


Obviously, when this. vocation lakes 


place somewhere in the interior of the 
body ns, for example, in the appendix, 
it is impossible for the infected ma- 
terial to get out without having the 
appendix break. Moreover, if the ap- 
pendix breaks, the infected material 


gets into tlie interior of the nbdomen 
and may Iftefe set up what causes 
peritonitis. 


It Is in cases of this type that trie 


doctor and, the surgeon contlrbute 
most. They\know how to localize in- 
fection and at the proper time how to 
lelease It so that the spot nt whijeh the 
infection occurs may become clean and 
the body ns u whole become saved 
from genera Inflection arid ,;sxtbse- 
qucnt death.

China Seeks Help 


of 3-Power Pact 


Opposition From London 


and Paris Virtually 


Certain 


GENEVA.—(fl3)—China put in her 


bid Friday for a place in the three- 
power pact under negotiations by 
Britain, Soviet Russia and France. 


Dr. C. V. Wellington Koo, Chinese 


delegate to the League of Nations, 
dined with Ivan Maisky, the Russian 
delegate, who is ambassador to Lon- 
don, and sought to convince him that 
Far East questions should be includ- 
ed in the negotiations. 


Moscow alone knew whether the 


Chinese had any hope o£ success. 
Maisky's aides said he would do little 
more himself than to transmit Dr. 
Koo's observations to the Kremlin. 
It was learned that the British-Rus- 
sian talks have been limited strictly 
to the European eflect of the pro- 
posed British-Soviet-French mutual 
aid alliance. 


As much as the Russians would like 


to have the tri-power pact stretched 
to tho Far East, they feared they 
might risk too much in submitting the 
question to London and Paris, where 
opposition would be virtually certain.
